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Senate Votes Army Pay Boosts, 
Renewed Draft of Teen-Agers 


WASHINGTON, June 4—(7)—} 


The Senate voted pay increases 
for enlisted men Tuesday night 
and provided for the drafting of 
teen-agers after July 1. 

The pay boost, proposed by 
Senators LaFollette, Progressive, 
Wisconsin, and Johnson, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, was designed to 
spur voluntary enlistments. 

Pay of privates would be 
boosted from $50 a month to $75; 
privates first class from $54 to 
$80; corporals from $66 to $90; 
and sergeants from $78 to $100. 
Corresponding increases would be 
paid to Marines and sailors. 

These same increases thad been 
voted by the House along with 
increases ranging from 10 to 20 
percent for other non-commis- 
sioned and for commissioned of- 
ficers. 

The Senate, however, passed up 
the question of pay raises for com- 
missioned officers and adopted a 
lower scale of monthly pay boosts 
for staff, technical and master ser- 
geants and equivalent ranks in 
other services than approved by 
the house. 

Sen. Gurney, Republican, South 
Dakota, estimated the cost of the 
Senate-approved pay scale at 
$450,000,000, while Johnson placed 
the figure at $350,000,000.

Carmichael Paints Talmadge 


As Paul Revere of Race Issue

TIFTON, June 4—Gubernatorial Candidate Jimmie Carmichael 
came into Georgia’s “Black Belt” Tuesday and talked frankly about 
the racial issue, on which he said Ex-Gov. Talmadge is trying to ride 


into office. Crowds at Tifton and 
He traced the racial question 
back through 26 years of “Tal- 
madge poppycock” and to the War 
Between the States, and then 
brought it up to date with this 
week’s ruling by the United States 
Supreme Court holding that “Jim 
Crow” laws cannot be enforced on 
interstate bus transportation. 


“Ever since I was 10 years old, 
Eugene Talmadge has been run- 
ning for office in Georgia on the 
race issue,” Carmichael told the 
laughing audiences, “He has 
played the role of a modern Paul 
Revere, hollering ‘Wake up, wake 
up, the nigger is coming.’ He has 
been trying to spread hatred for 
26 years, purely to get into office. 

“He has said each year that if 
you didn’t elect Talmadge there 
would be a mixture of the races— 
but there has not been. He talks 
about a white primary, and says 
if he is not elected the Negroes 
will ’rule Georgia. The Negroes 
have been voting in Georgia’s gen- 
eral elections since the War Be- 
tween the States. The Negroes 
have been legally eligible to hold 
office in Georgia since that time. 
Yet, the Negroes have never ruled 
Georgia politics. 

“The United States Supreme 
Court’ has ruled that segregation 
laws cannot be enforced on buses 
crossing the State lines. Talmadge 
already has pledged himself to 
stop vehicles at the State line and 
enforce the Jim Crow laws. If 
Georgia wants to do this, we have 
got to make up our minds to se- 
cede from the Union and match 
our National Guard against Fed- 
eral troops. 


“I will say that as long as I am 
Governor, Negroes will not attend 
white schools, there will be no in- 
terracial marriages, and there will 
be no mixing of the races in our 
institutions. 


“I am just as steeped in South- 
ern tradition as Talmadge’ is. My 
grandfathers both fought for the 
Confederacy. But, if I take the 
oath as Governor to depend the 
laws and Constitutions of our Na- 
tion and our State, I will not per- 
jure myself. And if Eugene Tal- 
madge were honest, he would say 
the same thing. The United 
States Supreme Court has decided 
who will vote in Georgia, and 
there is nothing I, nor Talmadge, 
nor anyone else can do about it. 
We must either have law and 


Observing that ex-Govs. Rivers 
and Talmadge contend he cannot 
win because he has no political 
machine, Carmichael said he could 
quickly build himself a machine 
of asphalt dealers, machinery deal- 
ers and textbook dealers if he 
were willing to “make a deal.” 

“I do have a political machine 
that Red Suspenders and Black 
Bow Tie can’t beat, however. My 
organization is composed of the 
thousands of young people of 
Georgia who will be voting for the 
first time; of the thousands of vet- 
erans who don’t want to be in- 
sulted by the offer of a free driv- 
er’s license for their vote; of the 
thousands of working people who 
don’t want their tax money wasted, 
and of the thousands of people 
who arc’ for a decent State gov- 
ernment of which they can be 
proud.

It was more fun than pinball machines. 
And ceftainly less costly. 
I wanted to vote at least two or three more 


+ times just to work the machine. 


But the young lady looked at me very sternly and said it was 
against the rules. 

Fulton County’s new voting machines were a distinct success. 
One received the slip of paper certifying to registration, walked 
over to the booth and pulled the lever to the right, this closing the 
curtains. 

No lights lit up, but still it was exciting. 

Then one pulled the gadget by the candidate of one's choice. 
After that one simply pulled the big lever to the left, a bell rang, 
the curtains parted and it was all over. 

I waited hopefully for a piece of chewing gum or a cigar to fall 
out, but the young iady shook her head again and I moved on. Ap- 
parently they have no jack pots or consolation prizes. 

It was over in a few minutes-from the time one walked into the 
door. Separation of the books of registra.ion and raised cards indi- 
cating the respective localities would speed things up even more. 

The voting machines were counting all the while. There was no 
chance to put in a ballot which would be thrown out for error. There 
was no chance for anyone to tamper with it. 

If, of course, there were no primary laws, and if they should be 
repealed in entirety as one gubernatorial candidate insists, it would 
be possible for any group of unscrupulous election officials to vote 
the machines as often as they wished without fear of any legal re- 
prisal. Just as it would be possible to stuff the ballot boxes without 
any person, candidate or citizen, having legal recourse. It is a fright- 
ening proposal, the full effect of which the people must be made 
aware. 

Nevertheless, the machines are honest and are a great success. 
They eliminate delay. They eliminate the long hours of counting. 


Reasons Almost every Fulton County voter walked out with a 
pleased smile and a “how-long-has-this-been-going-on” 
smile on his or her face. ) 

Why did we have to wait so long? 

_ The answer is that there were political forces in opposition. This 
is generally true in any community. 

There are political forces generally which dislike anything which 
removes, even though slightly, the elections away from possible 
control. 

The machine does that. 

It is honest. It does not make mistakes. Its count is accurate. 
And, more important, its count is immediate. When the polls are 
closed the total is ready. It makes impossible any waiting around or 
postponing the final count until the next day. There is no valid rea- 
son for delay. 

Machines add greatly to the pleasure of voting and the speed of 
it. Without doubt some persons remained away from the polls be- 
cause of the usual delay in voting. 

There is no ballot to be folded and put into a box. 

Therefore, it is not possible to change a ballot. 

It is fantastic really, that voters anywhere put up with opposi- 
tion to buying machines. They would be worthwhile in even the 
smallest county. In any urban center they are almost a necessity. 

All this becomes plain once one has been able to vote by machine. 


League Fulton County, and the State, I think, owes a debt of 
gratitude to the Georgia League of Women Voters. Cer- 
tainly Atlanta and Fulton County owes such a debt. 

This league has supplied the necessary push to bring about pur- 
chase of the machines. Newspapers assisted, but even so, it was the 
League which served as a sort of prodder of the newspapers and as 
a sort of conscience. 

The League of Women Voters is non-partisan. It isn’t “for” any 
candidate. 

It does a valuable job of calling attention to civic faults and to 
cracks in our civic armor. 

It has a bulldog sort of tenacity in hanging on and nagging away 
(as only a woman can, a cynic would say), until some action is taken 
to correct an obvious wrong. 


Records Their publication of the records of candidates is some- 

thing with which most newspapers co-operate. They 
often are painful when they reveal some bad spot in a candidate’s 
past record. There is sometimes a pretty strong argument against 
their records when this happens. The argument is that if the candi- 
date has reformed or “lived down” any transgression of the past it 
ought not to be brought up. At times I have been very sympathetic 
with such an attitude. , 

But, the League is right. If a man has lived down anything in 
his past the people will judge him accordingly by his record. 

But the people have a right to know all about a candidate for 
public office, If he does not wish to have his whole life known then 
he has no business appearing asking for public support and wages. 

No more valuable service is performed for the voters of the State 
than that by the League of Women Voters. If your community is of 
sufficient size to warrant such an organization by all means seek aid 
of the state organization and organize a chapter.

Must Be a Change 
In Customs Routine 


In a syndicated column, written by a Geor- 

gian and always a bit of favorite daily reading 

. of mine, the columnist makes a great to-do about 

his experiences at the customs offices, both Canadian and United 
States, when crossing the border between the two countries. 

Either he is resorting to the exaggeration of caricature, or the 
attitude and methods of customs officials have changed a lot since 
we crossed the same border twice—coming and going—in mid- 
Summer of 1941. 

With one tiny exception, from a very minor employe, we met 
only extreme courtesy from all the customs officials we met and 
the necessary business was made as easy and as quick as possible. 

That tiny exception was a youth, apparently in his midteens. 
who jumped on the running board of our car to direct us into the 
parking yard at the Canadian Customs Office at Niagara Falls. 
Somehow I misunderstood his direction where to turn and he snarled 


an oath at me. 
Just a No True, if the person leaving the United States, even 
temporarily, was subject to Selective Service, he 
was supposed to have the okay of his draft board. One of our party 
came under that category and did not have said approval, knowing 
nothing of the requirement in advance. However, two minutes suf- 
ficed to explain to the U, S. officials on duty and they said, go ahead, 
we'll trust you. 

On the Canadian side, they did ask the make, motor number of 
our car. The motor number is on the license tag form anyway and 
it is only a moment’s job to look it up. The only other thing they 
asked was if we had a radio in the car. We did not. And we signed 
@ paper stating how many were in our party, that we were expect- 
a to stay in Canada a couple of weeks on vacation. And that was 
all, 

Returning, entering the U. S. at Rouse’s Point, a U. S. ‘Customs 
official opened one of half a dozen pieces of baggage, took our word 
for it we were not bringing in new possessions in excess of the 
values permitted and waved us on our way. 


: Canada, at that time, and presumably, 
Eager for Tourists today, was anxious for American tour- 
ists to spend money in the Dominion. It helps the rate of exchange 
and improves Canada’s position when she wants to buy U. S.-made 
goods. 

The Canadians, therefore, made everything as easy as possible 
for people crossing the border into their country, as visitors. 

They stuck “‘welcome” stickers on our windshield and rear car 
window and we found everyone practically ready to give us the 
freedom of the city, or village or province, as soon as they saw our 
Georgia license tag. 

Never have we felt more strongly the feeling of hospitable wel- 
come that seemed to permeate the very atmosphere of Canada that 


Summer of 1941. 

; We found one rather stupid situation, 
One Stupid Rule chargeable to the administration of VU. S. 
immigration laws. This was at a little town called Clayton, N. Y. 

There is a very beautiful tour, by sightseeing motor launches, 
down the St. Lawrence River, through the famed Thousand Islands. 
The tours start at Kingston, Ontario. The boats travel, through the 
Thousand Islands, to Clayton. 

There they tie Up at a wooden wharf for a little while before 
starting the return voyage. 

American immigration officials will not permit passengers who 
are going back to Kingston on the same boat even to step on the 
wooden wharf, because it is, technically, U. S. soil. The result is a 
boatload of hungry people, who would delight in sandwiches, cookies, 
coffee or any decent food, have to sit in that boat and watch the 
operations of a semi-filled restaurant, on the wharf, perhaps 50 feet 
from them. 

It would be so easy to make that wooden wharf, including the 
restaurant, international, with the customs barrier at the landward 
gate, instead of right at the boat. And there would be considerable 
tourist money going into Clayton via the restaurant cash register. 

That seemed stupid to me. But it was U. S. responsibility, not 
Canadian.

Deathbed Scene for Price Control 


WASHINGTON—In the general hurly-burly over labor, no one 
has troubled to watch by the deathbed of the Administration’s 
price and inflation control program. It is as though an annoying but 
useful member of the family had tactlessly chosen to have a heart 
attack while the firemen were in the house. Nevertheless, the 
chances are that the demise of price and inflation control will 
shortly be officially anounced, when the President returns the 
mangled corpse of the OPA extension bill to Congress with a sharp 
veto. 

President Truman, whose brisk, optimistic amiability has been 
entirely frayed away by the experience of the past fortnight, is re- 
ported to want to veto the bill. The veto would be acrimonious, 
since he is understood -to want the country to know where to put 
the blame for the expected steep price rises. Furthermore, both 
Economic Stabilizer Chester Bowles and OPA Administrator Paul 
Porter are determined to resign rather than attempt to administer 
the kind of bill which the Senate is now almost certain to pass. 


: Without these two, the price and in- 
Exit Bowles, Porter flation control. machinery will inevit- 
ably. fall to pieces. Both are convinced, however, that it will fall 
to pieces anyway if modified in the manner planned by the Senate 
Republican and conservative Democrats. Neither man is willing to 
Stay on to try to - manage a situation which they think will be surely 
unmanageable. And both are therefore licking their chops with an- 
ticipatory relief (for neither has enjoyed the last months), and play- 
ing the agreeable game of writing draft letters of resignation. 

Porter has had several tempting offers from private business, 
and wants ultimately to return to the wild pleasures of Kentucky 
politics, Bowles would frankly like to run for Senator or Governor

The coal and 
railroad strikes have disrupted production, and made the fight 
even more difficult. They believe they could still win a handsome 
final victory over the upward price spiral if they were given.a work- 
able OPA bil] by Congress, since the first round of the labor crisis 
is almost over, and production should boom in the coming period 
of relative calm. But théy are not going to be given a workable 
OPA bill. In fact, if present indications are not deceptive, they are 
hardly going to be given an OPA bill at all. 

A few weeks ago, the storm of protest from the country seemed 
to be arousing the natural caution of Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
and the other anti-OPA leaders in the Senate. But the letters are 
not pouring in any longer in the same volume, and Senate tempers 
have been inflamed by the strike crisis. Thus amendments are now 
scheduled to be added to the bill which will leave almost nothing 
the consumer really needs in the area of effective control. 


. Meat, livestock, grains, dairy products, 
Everything Goes cotton and textiles are among the products 


which the Senate amendments will either de-control altogether, or 
render uncontrollable by destroying essential existing control mae 
chinery. In food products, all sorts of special provisos are to be at- 
tached to the bill, to please this or that group. It is also intended 
to transfer the whole problem of food price control to the flaccid, 
unprepared hands of the Department of Agriculture. The amend- 
ments covering cotton and textiles are just as damaging—so damag- 
ing, indeed, that the sardonic Porter told a group, of Senators that 
he hoped the bill would “remove the penalties for indecent ex-. 
posure, since members of low-income groups would hardly be able 
to clothe themselves next year.” 

Nobody doubts that there will be steep price rises. The anti- 
OPA thinkers argue that the price rises will be temporary, and 
will be cancelled by expanding production. The Government ex- 
perts believe, on the contrary, that the price rises will initiate a 
boom-and-bust cycle, complicated by tremendous new labor troubles 
caused by the nullification of labor’s wage gains by higher living 
costs. From the gloomy recesses of the Federal Reserve Board some 
forecasts of average price increases up to 100 percent during the 
boom stage, while the OPA prophets are content not to name an 
average but to predict rises ranging from 30 to 150 percent, It re 
mains to be seen who will be right.

The most understanding au- 
thority on these terrible things 
that I know is Frank Wallace, an 
Ohio boy who went to Notre Dame 
instead of to the mines, worked 
a few years as a sports writer in 
New York, became a Hollywood 
scenarist, and went back to his 
home town and turned out a book 
called “Explosion” which told the 
story of the miner’s life with sym- 
pathy but without mawkishness. 
Wallace knows miners as people, 
not “the masses” or the “common 
man” and treats them with dignity 
rather than patronizing pity. 

For more than 100 years, smok- 
ing and open lights have been the 
important causes of disastrous 
mine explosions. 

Is that the irresponsible’ state- 
ment of a self-appointed pundit 
who knows nothing about the sub- 
ject, meaning me? 

NO, that is direct quote from a 
document published by the United 
States Bureau of Mines in Janu- 
ary, 1941, entitled “Explosions in 
Coal Mines Caused by Smoking.” 

“‘More or less unconsciously and 
from sheer force of habit, human 
beings do many things they prob- 
ably would not do if the possible 
consequences were fully recogniz- 
ed and appreciated,” the story be- 
gins. This is a nice little political 
bow to the miners but incorrect 
because the circular soon admits 
that the miners who smoke and 
cause disasters do know the possi- 
ble consequences. 

“Smoking,” the report continues, 
“has been the cause or the suspect- 
ed cause of many gas explosions 
and black powder ignitions. Like- 
wise many fires in both coal and 
metal mines,’ causing loss of life, 
have been started by smoking. Of 
130 explosions in Alabama mines, 
76.9 per cent have been caused by 
open lights and smoking: Pennsy!]- 
vania anthracite mines have ex- 
perienced 90 such’ explosions. 
Open lights and smoking have 
been the cause of ignition in 39.1 
per cent of the fatalities due to ex- 
plosions listed in the records. How- 
ever, during the period 1931 to 
1937, fatalities from explosions 
due to these causes have been re- 
duced about 23 per cent.” 

CITING cases, the document re- 
ports that nine men were killed 
in one explosion at the scene of 
which cigarets, tobacco and burn- 
ed match stems were found. Never- 
theless the company was criticized 
for “a deplorable lack of dis- 
cipline,” a comment which will 
arouse ironic feelings in company 
executives who have tried to im- 
pose even the mildest restraints 
on defiant workers under union 
protection. 

In January, 1940, 91 men were 
killed at Bartley, W. Va. Two 
cigarettes were found and the Bu- 
reau of Mines insists that “there 
was good reason for strong sus- 
picion that smoking was involved 
in this disaster.” e

This may seem an unusual time to discuss Win- 

ter grazing but the subject is timely nevertheless. 

' Now is the time not only to plan the variety and 

extent of Winter grazing; it is actually the time to begin work. From 
all accounts, and Georgia farmers are adopting this practice quite 
generally, those annual grasses, clovers and vetches, which provide 
this much-needed grazing, do consistently better when planted in 


August and after a seed has been well prepared. It is none too early 
to select the land, and to prepare the seed bed. 

The best practice seems to be 
to turn the land and harrow it 
thoroughly, and then to harrow 
again after each rain. This, for 
the purpose of discouraging the 
ever-present weed crop, and of lay- 


the attention of all livestock grow- 
ers on this matter of grazing and 
particularly a question of winter 


grazing. It goes without saying 
that such feeds which are gath- 
ered in the fields by the livestock 
are the cheapest feeds possible for

Herman Goering’s Sword 
Added toDwyerCollection 


A sword once worn by that Nazi bigwig, Herman Goering, high- 
lights the collection of weapons brought home from Germany re- 
cently by Francis Dwyer. Exactly how or why he came into pos- 
session of the sword, Francis would rather not say, but it was pro- 
sented to him during the time he served as Deputy Military Gov- 
ernor of Wiesbaden. He returned to the States in March with the 
rank of major, after serving two and a half years with the Army 
in the European theater. 

Goering, it seems, had a different sword for each of his numer- 
ous uniforms, and the one Francis acquired was apparently reserved 
for “dressy” occasions. Only 12 or 14 inches long, it boasts an ivory 
handle with a silver top and a silver Nazi insignia, inscribed in a 
square. It also has a silver scabbard. 

Another sword Francis owns once belonged to a officer of the 
German Luftwaffe. It is similar in size and appearance to the 
Goering weapon, except that the Nazi insignia is inscribed in a 
circle—a distinguishing feature of the Luftwaffe swastika. 

The Atlantan also brought home a rather unusual German gun 

—a triple-barrel affair, with two sixteen-guage shotgun barrels and 
underneath them a rifle barrel. The gun was evidently used for 
hunting. the assumption being that when one went hunting, he used 
the shotgun for birds, and if a rabbit or squirrel crossed his path, 
all he’d have to do was open up with the rifle barrel. Which, after 
all, is a rather sensible idea, even though it must be credited to 
| Nazi ingenuity.

Helen Davis’ favorite pastime 
these days is looking at the hus- 
band she never saw until a few 
weeks ago. 


The 35-year-old Philadelphia 
housewife credits her husband, 
Walter, with finding the medical 
assistance which partially restored 
her sight after 17 years of almost 
total blindness. 


Physicians blamed an infection 
for her loss of sight. Walter, who 
never gave up, enlisted the aid of 
a surgeon who in two delicate and 
difficult operations created arti- 
ficial pupils in her eyes which 
now give her about 10 percent of 
normal vision, with hope for fur- 
ther improvement. 


Mrs. Davis said Tuesday her 
first big thrill was in learning 
what her husband, to whom she 
was married June 16, 1934, looks 
like, Now she’s anticipating pick- 
ing out some of her own clothes, 
a*chore done in the past by Walter 
and a neighbor. 

“T’ll probably pick out some 
weird combinations,” she _ says, 
“But you can’t know how I’ve 
longed to be able to do such a 
little thing as buy a new dress for 
myself.” ~ 

And for the first time she now 
sees what the movie actors and 
actresses look like as they speak 
on the screen. She used to go to 
the movies, listen to the dialogue 
and then later have her husband 
explain the story. 

Melvin A. Sutley, Superintend- 
ent of Wills Hospital here, ex- 
plained that an old infection of 
Mrs. Davis’ eyes caused the iris, 
which acts like a shutter on a 
camera over the pupil of the eye, 
to form an adhesion to the cap- 
sule of the lens, located behind 
the iris.

An added point, written in by 
George L. Googe, Southern Re- 
gional Director, pledged the AFL 
to oppose and assist in destroying 
any organizations advocating in- 
tolerance. He explained the latter 
phrase meant a_ three-initialed 
secret organization. 

The Policy Committee also di- 
rected a telegram to President 
Truman demanding he veto the 
Case Bill when it comes to his 
desk. 

The three-day AFL conference 
will end this noon. From now on, 
Googe said, his organization will 
not disclose where it is concen- 
trating efforts for the 1,000,000 
new members the AFL hopes to 
collect. 

“When we have them organized, 
and a contract has been signed,” 
he said, “That will be news.”
